Adams county was among the 40 
counties in the state reporting an 
increased number of relief cases for 
the week ending February 15.

February’s deficiency in tempera­ 
ture Is fast being removed by the 
high temperatures that have been 
recorded at the Gettysburg weather 
station of Dr. Henry Stewart, of- j ’James T. Hallman class 
ficial observer. 
Up until Monday the cold weather 
in February had resulted in a tem- j 
perature deficiency of about 220 de­ 
grees. 
But for the past two days 
i the mercury has stood well above 
J the normal for this time of year and 
ha., reduced the deficit. 
Tuesday's highest temperature was 
: 52 degrees. 
The new’ low’ reached 
Monday night was wadi above the 
freezing point and was recorded at 
38 degrees. Tuesday night the mer­ 
cury dropped to 40 degrees. 
Until 
| this week, 
Dr. Stew'art's 
records 
showed only four days this month 
that the* mercury stood above the 
normal point. 
For several days it 
hovered about zero. 
The month of January, too, was 
abnormally cold. It was about five 
degree's colder in Gettysburg each 
day in the month of January this 
year than has been experienced in 
! average years for the same period. 
That is to say. the temperature de­ 
ficiency 'for the month was about 
1150 degrees. 
So far this year Gettysburg has 
been about 350 degrees colder than 
it would have been in an average 
winter, an average shortage of about 
six degrees per day.
